Referring to previous correstondenca (Bureau file 

Noe 54£61/276) with reference the proposed ostablishment of a patrol having 
es its particplar object at this timo the gaarding of the Mexican Border with 
the view of making effective the Passport Laws and regulations,and,in connec- 
tion with which a plan has already boon outlined in detail showing what wes 
and is requirod in the way of men, equipmentsetc,to enforce said lavs,end as 
it is now stated that the proposed Border Patrol, on the scale outlined, cannot 
be provided, at this time, on account of insufficient funds, I am instructed 
to submit « further report looking to a reduction of the originel plan and to 
show the least possible number of men, (Mounted Watchmen) whoce services might 
be utilized at the most important points to guard the border, where such men sk 
should be stationed and what might be done to control, at least to some extent, 
illegal entries of aliens and other persons at the Eser important pointse 

Ey reference to my report of June 7th, last, in which the mattor was 


presented in detail, it will be observad that the original plan contemplatad

tilising tho services of 1652 guards, exclusiva of Insyectors,clerks wd 
cooksend while it is not balieved thet any lesser numbor can, at this par- 


ticular timo, considering tha unusual conditions confronting tha service 


as & result of the war, satisfactorily guard tho Border, it follows as 
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matter of course that any addition to the force can be utilized to shbendia 
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uwiventcge and necessarily the offorts already being put forth to make the 
lows effective will bo materially strengthened. In line witk discussions 

ith you on tha subject it is desired to say that if the mumber of 
“ountec Yatchmon wore stationed et the placese indicated below ,2 much more 
efectivo enforcement of 211 Federal laws and regulations could and would 
be “ccomplished:

The above figures aro, of course, celcul2ted upon ang anmal basis 
ond it may be safely estimated tho expense of maintaining the present force 
for tha present Fiscal Year. will not exceed +200000.00 «nd that the expense 
incident to maintaining 193 additional Mounted Watchmen for the balance of 
the current fiscal year will be approximately {300000.00. 

In working out the details incident to securing the mexinnm results 
with the additional mounted mengshould they bo provided,it is not contamplated 


that all of them should ba mounted es automobiles and motor cycles should be

veyance, where practicable, it will asi bic for the men, if stationed 
at the prints indicated, to patrol between stations and visit the more
